TOWN WARRANT 


The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyndeborough in 
the County of Hillsborough in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Lyndeborough, on Tuesday, the ninth day of 
March, next at 7:30 of the clock in the afternoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To see if the town will vote to accept State 
T. R. A. for construction of Class IV and Class V roads 
and raise and appropriate or set aside the sum of $780.48 
and the State will contribute $5,203.22. 


3. To hear the reports of all committees and take 
any vote relative thereto. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,400.00 to do the necessary tarring 
of town roads, or take any vote relative thereto. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 for continuing the work on 
the South Cemetery Annex, or take any vote relative 
thereto. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 for necessary repairs to J. A. 
Tarbell Library, or take any vote relative thereto. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 to remodel Tractor House, 
or take any vote relative thereto. 


8. To see if the town will vote to close permanent- 
ly, the Pettingill Hill Road so called, leading from the 
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new T. R. A. Road to the residence of Walter H. Fos- 
ter, Jr., or take any vote relative thereto. 


9. To see if the town will vote to close permanent- 
ly, the Underpass Road so called, leading from the 
location of State Road No. 31 to the relocation of State 
Road No. 31, or take any vote relative thereto. 


10. To see if the town will vote to close permanent- 
ly, the Forest Road so called, leading from the reloca- 
tion of State Road No. 81 to the overhead railroad 
bridge on the old location of State Road No. 31, or take 
any vote relative thereto. 


11. To see if the town will vote to close (subject 
to gates and bars), the Forest Road so called on old 
State Road No. 31, leading from the John Kinnvall barn 
to the overhead railroad bridge, or take any vote rela- 
tive thereto. 


12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to increase the insurance on town buildings 
by $5,500.00, and raise and appropriate the sum of 
$46.00 for same, or take any vote relative thereto. 


13. To see if the town will vote to purchase a new 
reversible blade snow plow for the highway department, 
and raise and appropriate the sum of $700.00 for same, 
or take any vote relative thereto. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,200.00 for painting Citizens’ Hall 
on the outside, and for the construction of a fire escape 
and any repairs pertaining to same, or take any vote 
relative thereto. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,100.00 for cleaning and painting 
the inside of the Town Hall, and other repairs within 
the appropriation, or take any vote relative thereto. 


16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
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priate a sum not exceeding $8,500.00, for the purpose 
of painting and to remodel Citizens’ Hall and neces- 
sary expenses relating thereto, such sum to be raised 
through the issuance of serial notes or bonds under 
and in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Bond Statute, and amendments thereto, and to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such notes 
and to determine the time and place of payment there- 
of, under such terms and conditions as they may deem 
to be in the best interests of the town. (By petition) 


17. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 for the Lafayette Artillery 
Co., to help defray the expenses of their one hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary, or take any vote relative there- 
to. 


18. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or 
sums of money not exceeding in the aggregate 
$12,000.00 in anticipation of the collection of taxes for 
the current municipal year, and to issue in the name 
and on the credit of the town negotiable notes therefor, 
said notes to be paid in the current municipal year from 
taxes collected during the current municipal year. 


19. To see if the town will vote to allow the Se- 
lectmen to distribute inventory blanks at the time of 
taking inventory April Ist. 


20. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
budget as prepared by the Budget Committee, or make 
any alterations thereto. 


21. To see if the town will vote to establish a Plan- 
ning Board of five members with duties as set forth in 
Section 1-15, Chapter 53, Revised Laws of New Hamp- 
shire 1942, as amended, to make a study of the town’s 
development and report to the next Town Meeting 
appropriate recommendations for the promotion and 


maintenance of the Town's best development. The 
Board members shall consist of one Selectman and four 
other citizens appointed by the Selectmen, as provided 
in Section 1-15, Chapter 53, Revised Laws of New 
Hampshire 1942, as amended. 


22. ‘Yo raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations for the same: Namely: town of- 
ficers’ salaries, town officers expenses, election and 
registration expenses, expenses of town hall and other 
buildings, police department, fire department, health 
department, vital statistics, insurance, auto and dog 
fees, town maintenance of highways and bridges, street 
lighting, general expenses of highway department, town 
road aid, libraries, town poor, old age assistance, aid to 
soldiers and their families, Memorial Day and other 
celebrations, parks and playgrounds, cemeteries, Mo- 
nadnock Region, interest on temporary loans, on long 
term notes, on principal of trust funds used by town, 
payment on notes in anticipation of taxes, serial and 
long term notes, and county taxes. 


23. To transact any other business that may legal- 
ly come before said meeting.

The general upkeep of our cemeteries is vested in 
the Cemetery Trustees, who desire to keep local burial 
places neat and presentable at all times as a matter of 
town pride. 

The establishment of Trust Funds of One Hundred 
Dollars, or more, per burial lot is of great assistance in 
providing the perpetual care to accomplish this. Over 
sixty-five lots are now cared for by this means. There 
still remains, however, a large percentage of burial lots 
where living relatives of the deceased no longer exist. 
The upkeep of such lots, therefore, become additional 
expense. 

The purpose of this letter is to present to relatives 
or friends of people buried in our cemeteries, the prob- 
lem of providing trust funds for the perpetual care of 
these lots. It is felt that such friends or relatives, once 
made aware of the need, would contribute the neces- 
sary money to provide for this. 

While many towns have made provision for perma- 
nent care compulsory, we are appealing to your pride 
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and the satisfaction of knowing that the last resting 
place of loved ones will always be well kept. 

The attached form is for your convenience in con- 
tributing to these funds. We are counting on your co- 
operation.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeborough: 
I respectfully submit my seventh annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools. 


Instruction 

We are indeed fortunate in being able to retain 
the services of Mrs. Adelaide Herrick and Mrs. Alice 
Smith, as teachers in our school. They are doing an 
exceptionally fine job despite the overcrowded condi- 
tions that we experienced this fall and are still experi- 
encing. Proper attention is being given to the develop- 
ment of the fundamentals with as much time devoted 
to individual problems as crowded, multiple graded 
rooms will permit. 

The teachers and I are eager to discuss in detail 
with parents any area of the educational program of- 
fered at the Lyndeborough Central School. It is rec- 
ommended that parents avail themselves of every op- 
portunity to learn how the reading program is devel- 
oped through the grades; how penmanship and spelling 
are taught; what makes a good arithmetic program 
and how our language program is developed and in- 
tegrated with the social studies. This information can 
be obtained better by discussion and conference, than 
by means of a written report. 

The music program inaugurated a year and a half 
ago has progressed exceptionally well under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Dorothy Paire, with the excellent coopera- 
tion of the teachers. Unfortunately, other commit- 
ments made it necessary for Mrs. Paire to leave in Jan- 
uary of this year. It is hoped that a replacement may 
be found. A third teacher in the person of the music 
teacher was of considerable help to our present staff 
and does relieve them of certain responsibilities. 


School Enrollment 
It is felt that some special consideration should be 
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given in this report to the facilities we have in our 
present building to accommodate the pupils whom we 
feel will be entering the school in the near future. We 
would be exceedingly negligent if we did not call 
to the attention of the voters a situation which may 
develop into a serious educational problem. 

The school population in Lyndeborough is a fluctu- 
ating one and our experience has been that families 
moving in and out have been comparatively large. Any 
survey of present and future school population changes 
many times within a given period. However, we are 
reasonably sure that the children of the young people 
who are definitely a part of Lyndeborough will be at- 
tending our school. 

At the time our present school was erected, our 
enrollment surveys indicated that there would not be 
more than 65 pupils in our school as far into the future 
as we could project our figures. Consequently, it was 
thought that if we built a building to accommodate 
70 pupils we would have leeway enough to take care 
of transients. However, at this writing, Mrs. Herrick 
has 35 pupils, a capacity roomful, and Mrs. Smith has 
38 pupils making a total building enrollment of 73. 
It is interesting to note that Mrs. Herrick at one time 
had 42 pupils in Grades 3, 4, 5 and 6 and Mrs. Smith 
had 38 pupils in Grades 1, 2 and 3, making a building 
total of 80 pupils. In an attempt to equalize the teach- 
ing load the third grade has been split, part going into 
Mrs. Herrick’s room and part into Mrs. Smith’s room. 
We will have to continue this grade splitting until such 
time as the room numbers equalize themselves. 

Now the question may be asked what can we expect 
for the future? The last complete study of children 
who may be attending the Central School was made 
in November 1958 from the school census. These figur- 
es exclude the pupils who live in North Lyndeborough 
and will be attending the Francestown School.

It can readily be seen that even if several should 
drop out of our school we shall still be sorely pressed 
for space. It also has been definitely proven that the 
quality of instruction becomes less efficient in propor- 
tion to the extent to which the facilities are over-crowd- 
ed, despite the efforts of the teachers to provide in- 
struction of high quality. Those pupils who progress 
slowly in school are definitely sacrificed because of the 
inability of the teacher to devote as much individual 
attention to them as is necessary. 

The only conclusion that one can draw from the 
above information is that something will have to be 
done sometime in the near future if we are to maintain 
the quality of instruction that I feel sure Lyndeborough 
parents want. 


Health Supervision 

Excellent health services are being provided by Miss 
Sybil Beatham, School Nurse and Dr. Edward Sheris, 
School Doctor. The School Nurse Report describes 
this work in some detail. 


School Lunch Program 

Mrs. Barbara Shinn, School Lunch Manager, as- 
sisted by Mrs. Kuhner, are doing an exceptionally fine 
job in operating our School Lunch Program despite 
the many inconveniences they must experience. An 
effort has been made to make the problem of serving 
less difficult by providing a portable counter and work 
bench. Each year we have more participants in the 
Lunch Program. As the school enrollment increases, 
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we can expect more children taking noon lunch. Our 
facilities are being taxed to the limit at the present time 
and it appears as though it will become increasingly 
difficult to continue the program, perhaps to the point 
where it may be necessary to discontinue it. 

We are grateful to the many Lyndeborough people 
who have contributed food and money to this project 
and especially grateful to the Bent-Burke American Le- 
gion Post No. 10 in Wilton who contributes a sum of 
money every month to help support this program. It is 
with this help that we are able to continue our present 
school lunch prices. 


Building and Grounds 

This past summer we painted the hall, teachers’ 
room and boys’ and girls basements. A sum of money 
has been provided in the School Board’s Budget to do 
one classroom this next summer. 

Our grounds are becoming more attractive with 
each passing year. Considerable fill was brought in this 
fall to cover the rocks and hazardous areas at the edge 
of the playground. A new fence surrounding the school 
property, is being installed and will be completed on 
or before June 1954. 

We still have some landscaping to do and we hope 
that this will be accomplished during the Spring. 

The School Board's Budget for 1954-55 calls for an 
appropriation: of $27,183.68, an increase of $1,968.81 
over last year’s budget. The major increases are in the 
areas of tuition $1,070; Expenses of Instruction $400; 
Maintenance of School Plant $220; Fixed Charges 
$79.36 and Capital Outlay $265. Decrease in other 
areas of the budget results in the net increase quoted 
above. 

The estimated assessment reveals an increase of 
$2,724.70 due solely to the fact that the School Board 
cannot anticipate any balance for the current school 
year. 
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State Aid has been of inestimable help in relieving 
the educational load on the local taxpayers. It is in- 
teresting to note that since 1950, the Lyndeborough 
School District has received $19,680 in State Aid, an 
amount equal to more than half the cost of the new 
Central School. 

The largest single cost to the School District is that 
of tuitions. It will be noted that this item is responsible 
for an expenditure of $11,560. The Lyndeborough 
School District is particularly fortunate in that the 
Wilton School Board has maintained their tuition charg- 
es the same for the past four years, namely $225 per 
pupil for those in grades 9 through 12; $125 per pupil 
for those in grades 7 and 8. This is far below the 
amounts they could charge and $25 to $75 cheaper than 
High Schools in the surrounding areas. 


Conclusion: 

It has been a pleasure to work with the Lynde- 
borough School Board, teachers, parents, and friends 
of the school. I appreciate greatly the cooperation that 
I have received this past year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The year of 1953 in the Lyndeborough Public School 
was one of much communicable disease continuing 
throughout the months of January, February and Part 
of March. Measles, mumps, and chicken pox were 
prevalent after the Christmas vacation in 1952. Colds 
were and are prevalent and all are urged to take simple 
health measures to prevent the spread of this easily 
communicable disease. 

I made twelve visits as School Nurse to the school 
during the year. I also made five visits to homes to 
assist the parents in obtaining better understanding of 
health problems and to arrange for clinic visits. 

Dr. Macomber examined the children in January 
and sent reports to the parents. Each child was weighed 
and measured during the year and most showed a satis- 
factory gain. Eye examinations were made by means 
of the Snellon Chart and the test of hearing was done 
by means of the single audiometer. Reports of both 
tests were sent to the children’s parents when defects 
were found. 

With the collaboration of Mrs. Irene Birchall, New 
Hampshire Tuberculosis Association Nurse, the children 
were tested for tuberculosis susceptibility with the use 
of the Patch Test and the results were very gratifying 
because of the lack of the disease. The cooperation 
of the parents and teachers were very much appreciated 
by Mrs. Birchall and the School Nurse. 

I assisted with the Well Baby Clinic during the 
month of March and April and took three school chil- 
dren to the clinic for vaccination.
